custom seed cleaning except by per- /ipal Councils and farmers spend 
mit. We know that we cannot get ‘large sums to control weeds, but te 


rid of weeds by planting them, but a 
surprising number of weed seeds 
drilled into our fields every year. 

The custom cleaning plant is re- 
placing the individual fanning mill in 
many districts. When under careful 
management, these custom cleaners 
do effective work and render a very 
useful serviee, When carelessly oper- 
ated they are a menace to the com 
munity. In the case of a farmer with 
weed seeds like wild mustard or hoary
